PRINCETON,  N.  J.  —(BP)—  Southern 
Baptist  evangelism  reached  the  campus 
of  Princeton  University  when  a  revival 
led  by  Ralph  Langley,  youth  evangelist 
of  Southwestern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary,  brought  50  decisions,  includ¬ 
ing  eight  professions  of  faith,  two  who 
answered  the  call  to  preach,  one  who 
volunteered  as  a  medical  missionary, 
and  dozens  of  rededications  of  Chris¬ 
tian  lives.  The  announcement  was  made 
by  J.'  W.  McClendon,  Jr.,  Baptist  chap¬ 
lain  on  the  campus. 

McClendon,  formerly  of  Shreveport, 
La.,  is  a  graduate  of  the  Southwestern 
Seminary.  He  went  to  Princeton  last 
fall  on  invitation  of  a  group  of  Baptist 
students  to  become  their  chaplain. 

McClendon  says,  “There  is  no  Baptist 
church  in  the  town  of  Princeton.  In  1949,-

When  you  go  to  Ridgecrest  again,  take 
a  little  time  off  and  go  over  to  the 
Presbyterian  Assembly,  four  miles  away 
at  Montreat,  where  since  1928  they  have 
had  their  historical  foundation.  Recently 
it  was  my  privilege  to  spend  some  time 
there.  What  I  saw  was  a  surprising 
revelation. 

Their  Curator,  Dr.  Thornes  H.  Spence, 
graciously  gave  me  his  whole  attention. 


Among  other  things  he  showed  me  com¬ 
plete  tiles  of  minutes  for  ovory  session 
front  their  beginning  of  ovory  Presby¬ 
tery,  Synod  and  Assembly  of  14  Pres¬ 
byterian  bodies.  If  we  equalled  the 
above,  we  would  hevo  a  complete  file 
of  the  minutes  of  every  association, 
state  convention  and  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  plus  similar  records  for  U 
other  Baptist  conventions  in  the  world. 

They  have  materials  there  from  which 
a  history  could  be  written  of  all  the 
Presbyterian  institutions,  boards,  etc.

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  —(BP)—  Baptists  gave  $691, Ml  more  to 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  causes  the  first  four  months  of  19.r>l 
than  for  the  same  period  last  year.  This  is  an  increase  of  15.09  |mt 
cent.  The  announcement  was  made  by  Dr.  Duke  K.  McCall,  execu¬ 
tive  secretary  and  treasurer  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  execu¬ 
tive  Committee. 

Designated  offering  account  for  $51(1,895  of  the  increase.  Des¬ 
ignations  are  21.99  per'cent  ahead  of  last  year,  $2,744,8415  in  1951 
as  compared  with  $2,19&,950  in  1950. 

The  Cooperative  Program  increased  5.98  per  cent,  to  bring  the 
total  for  the  four  months. to  $2,532,918. 

Total  gifts  for  the  acriod  were  $5,277,761,  with  $3,613,939  or 
68.47  per  cent  going  to  ffreign  missions. 

Five  states  show  a  decline  in  the  amount  g  jn  to  the  Southwide 
Cooperative  Program  Hie  same  period  last  year.  Three  states 
show  a  decline  in  <$8gu'nat(*d  gifts.  Two  of  the  states  declined  at 
both  points.  Missi<M4|8>i,$  record  for  the  first  four  months  of  1951 
shows  $125,290  for  the  .Coopera  live  Program  and  $108,928  designated. 
For  the  same  monthiAa  1950  the  record  shows  $101,810  for  the  Co¬ 
operative  Program  and  $85,686  designated.

strong  was  the  prejudice  against  evan¬ 
gelism  at  Princeton  that  it  was  not  pos¬ 
sible  to  use  the  word  ‘revival’  in  re¬ 
ferring  to  the  meetings.  Instead,  the 
services  at  which  Ralph  Langley 
^preached  were  called  ‘a  week  of  Spir¬ 
itual  Awakening.’  The  student  news¬ 
paper,  The  Princotonian,  heralded  Lang¬ 
ley's  arrival  in  a  front-page  story,  re¬ 
ferring  to  him  as  a  ‘revivalist.’  An  able 
choir  of  Westminister  Choir  College  stu¬ 
dents  was  directed  by  Carroll  Kelly, 
Southern  Baptist  student  from  Chat¬ 
tanooga.  Tennessee,  who  led  the  song 
services  in  the  meeting. 

“Nearly  all  of  the  decisions  made 
were  registered  by  college  students.  In 
the  wake  of  the  revival  effort,  the  Bap¬ 
tist  student  group  is  organizing  Bible 
study  and  prayer  groups  for  interested 
students,  and  praying  that  the  fires 
thus  kindled  may  bum  on  other  Ivy 
League  campuses  in  the  months  ahead.’*

8.  All  schools  which  draw  enrolment 
substantially  from  men  face  the 
problem  of  less  students  next  sea¬ 
son  due  to  the  war  situation.  Fewer 
students  reduce  available  operating 
income. 

♦.  All  the  colleges  have  critical  cap¬ 
ital  needs  including  the  necessity 
of  improving  existing  structures 
end  adding  new  structures  to  care 
for  their  day  to  day  needs.

I  know  you  are  busy,  over¬ 
worked  and  burdened  with  a  job, 
a  home  and  a  family.

enemy  can  disturb  its  peace.  No  na¬ 
tional  power,  no  international  relation¬ 
ship,  no  diplomatic  manuvering,  no 
weakness,  no  decay  can  shake  it.  Na¬ 
tions  may  be  dispossessed,  thrones  tum¬ 
ble,  crowns  crash,  dictators  rage,  but 
the  unshaken  kingdom  stands  secure. 

In  the  shaking  of  the  world  now  going 
on,  the  wood,  hay,  and  stubble  will  be 
burned  up,  but  the  essence,  the  jewel, 
the  gold  and  silver  will  be  untouched. 

Dr.  Leslie  D.  Weatherhead  declares, 
"Thera  is  only  one  anchorage  from 
which  no  tempest  can  drag  you,  one 
harbor  from  which  no  storm  can  drive 
you,  and  that  is  to  possess  and  be  pos¬ 
sessed  by  Him."  In  the  thick  of  the 
storm,  t  he  lighthouse  stands  stably, 
stately,  unmoved.  It  guides  the  sailor 
through  the  wintry  winds,  raging  tempest 
and  deepest  darkness.  It  is  the  star  of 
hope  for  his  tempest-tossed  ship.  Its 
stability  is  not  in,  but  under  the  waevs. 
Far  below  and  high  above  the  rolling, 
foaming,  tumbling  billows  which  shake 
the  world,  is  God.  The  foundation  of 
God  is  not  a  sandbank;  it  is  rock. 
Anchored  on  this  foundation  we  do  not 
have  to  walk  on  man-made  crutches;  we 
are  undergirded  by  the  Everlasting  Arm. 

The  world’s  supreme  need  is  God. 
Our  security  is  in  Him,  not  in  arma¬ 
ments!  But  how  little  evidence  there  is 
that  God,  Christ,  righteousness  are 
given  more  than  passing  concern  among 
the  leaders  of  the  Rations. 

How  many  times  has  God  even  been 
mentioned  in  the  councils  and  negotia¬ 
tions  for  the  settlement  of  differences 
among  the  nations?  Not  only  is  his  name 
seldom  mentioned,  it  is  flouted  by  many. 
Even  masses  of  people  are  seeking  to 
rule  God  out.  This  shows  how  frail 
human  nature  is,  and  how  futile. 

Atheistic  Communism  Defies  God 

Atheistic  communism  defies  God, 
seeks  to  obliterate  churches,  and  de¬ 
stroy  Christianity.

Please  note  the  following  about  calls 
at  camp:  ' 

1.  No  camper  places  a  phone  call 

at  camp  without  the  permission 
of  the  Camp  Director." 

2.  Permission  will  not  be  granted 
to  call  just  for  a  social  visit 

3.  It  will  be  greatly  appreciated  if 
parents  and  friends  will  refrain 
from  calling  just  for  a  social 
visit.  (There  are  REAL  reasons 
For  one  thing  there  is  only  one 
phone  at  camp.  This  must  not  be 
tied  up  unnecessarily.  Then  again, 
most  phdne  calls  to  or  from  par- 
ents  result  in  the  camper  getting 


homesick  and  upset.  We  seek  to 
keep  the  individuals  happy,  and 
it  is  not  fair  to  let  ONE  phone 
call  disrupt  an  entire  camp.  This 
has  happened  .  . .  several  times!) 

4.  If  it  is  necessary  to  reach  the 
camper’s  parents,  an  official  of 
camp  will  place  the  call,  COL¬ 
LECT.  Be  assured  that  parents 
are  always  contacted  if  there  is 
a  real  reason  for  calling. 

VISITORS  Sometimes  come  to 
Garaywa  during  camp  time.  We 
never  want  to  discourage  visiting 
our  camp,  but  in  all  fairness  to 
our  campers,  we  feel  that  we 
must  make  the  following  state¬ 
ments:  (G.A.  and  R.A.  camps) 

1.  Parents  have  sometimes  visit¬ 
ed  a  perfectly  satisfied  camp¬ 
er  expecting  to  cheer  him  up. 
All  to  often,  the  result  has  been 
a  severe  spell  of  HOMESICK¬ 
NESS,  with  the  child  having 
to  go  home  with  his  parents. 
This  is  TERRIBLE  for  camp, 
as  ALL  the  campers  feel  the 
effects  of  it 

2.  In  some  instances,  the  camper 
whose  parents  come,  stands 
the  visit  just  fine,  but  another 
camper  who  sees  this  suddenly 
becomes  “  weepy,”  because, 
she,  too,  can’t  see  HER  Moth¬ 
er!  This  is  also  BAD  for  camp. 

3.  To  be  SURE  of  not  repeating 
the  above  TRUE  INCIDENTS, 
it  would  be  well  to  confine  your 
visits  to  the  Friday  night  pro¬ 
gram  (this  is  the  Recognition 
Service  or  the  Coronation  Serv¬ 
ice).  Visitors  are  always  wel¬ 
come  to  these  services,  remem¬ 
bering,  however,  that  campers 
do  not  go  homo  until  after 
breakfast  Saturday.  Any  who 
leave  before  camp  closes  are 
disqualified  to  become  Honor 
Campers  or  Star  Campers. 


Presbyterians  Have  Large

They  possess  full  histories  of  20%  of 
their  individual  churches  that  are  an¬ 
nually  brought  up  to  date,  and  have 
the  materials  available  for  the  writing 
of  the  history  of  70%  of  their  other 
churches. 

Or.  S.  M.  Tenney  Was  Founder 

This  amazing  historical  collection  is 
largely  lengthened  the  shadow  of  Rev. 
Samuel  Mills  Tenney,  D.  D.,  Litt.  D. 
Nearly  50  years  ago  when  he  was  a 
young  pastor  in  Texas,  he  attended  an 
auction  sale  where  a  box  of  old  Presby¬ 
terian  books  were  offered.  He  bought 
them  for  practically  nothing.  Out  of 
that  auction  sale  purchase  the  Historical 
Foundation  of  Montreat  was  bora. 

In  1926  the  Presbyterian  Church  creat¬ 
ed  the  Historical  Foundation,  accepted 
Dr.  Tenney’s  collection,  employed  him 
to  be  their  curator,  located  their  col¬ 
lection  at  Montreat,  where  he  served 
until  his  death  in  1939.  He  trained  Dr. 
T.  H.  Spence,  Jr.,  to  be  his  successor. 

At  the  present  time  they  have  a  his¬ 
torical  library  of  80,000  books,  periodical 
volumes,  manuscripts,  pamphlets,  and 
photographs,  plus  4,300  volumes  of  min¬ 
utes  and  records. 

Their  museum  is  worth  a  trip  to  see. 
•Thoy  have  many  copies  of  oarly  editions 
of  tho  Biblo.  On#  is  in  Latin  that  is 
a  little  over  400  years  old.  They  have 
a  first  edition  of  tho  King  James  trans¬ 
lation,  and  at  least  a  half  dozen  copiet 
of  other  translations  thet  were  pro¬ 
duced  over  300  years  age.  Their  rooms 
have  dozens  of  old  communion  sets 
the  churches  have  given  of  old  pewter, 
•r  plated  or  sterling  silver.  Their  curies 
of  Presbyterian  association  range  from 
a  pulpit  brought  from  Scotland  to  a 
country  church  in  North  Carolina  two 
conturios  ago  and  som*  old  saddle 
bags  their  circuit  riders  used,  to  the 
trowel  that  President  Woodrow  Wilson 
used  to  lay  somo  Presbyterian  corner¬ 
stones. 

Research  students  from  many  state* 


study  there.  They  rurnish  vital  informs- 
tion  annually  to  hundreds  of  correspond¬ 
ents.  Their  service  to  pastors,  churches 
and  denominational  workers  is  far- 
reaching. 

Predicts  Half-Million  Documents 

While  with  respect  to  growth  and  pro¬ 
gress  in  the  last  century  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  are  the  miracle  denomination 
among  the  non-Catholic  Christian  groupi 
of  the  world,  yet  in  some  things  w« 
can  learn  from  others.  Next  year  tho 
Northern  Presbyterians  at  Philadelphia 
and  the  American  Baptists  at  Chester, 
Pennsylvania,  will  celebrate  the  ces- 
tennial  of  their  great  historical  societies. 

Southern  Baptists  have  suffortd  mors 
than  thoy  have  realized  because  at 
their  leek  of  history  service  and  appre¬ 
ciation.

WHAT  ARE  OUR 
MEASUREMENTS? 

By  M  THERON  RANKIN 

What  are  the  principal  measurements 
by  which  the  overall  condition  o(  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board's  program  can 
be  Judged? 

The  most  crucial  responsibility  the 
Board  carries  today  is  in. maintaining 
a  healthy  balance  between  a  forward 
moving  program  of  advance  and  a  suf¬ 
ficiently  sound  and  stable  financial  con¬ 
dition  to  support  missionary  advance 
in  the  kind  of  world  that  exists  today. 
The  more  critical  world  conditions  be¬ 
come,  the  more  imperative  It  Is  that 
we  seek  in  every  way  possible  to  bring 
the  peoples  of  the  world  Into  a  knowl¬ 
edge  of  God  s  salvation  in  Christ  Jesus. 
To  stand  still  at  such  a  time  is  un¬ 
thinkable.  To  follow  any  kind  of  “safety 
first”  policy  would  be  to  deny  the  faith 
we  profess  to  proclaim. 

At  the  same  time,  we  would  be  in¬ 
excusable  in  our  administrative  respon¬ 
sibilities  if  we  were  to  Ignore  the  pos¬ 
sibilities  that  a  most  serious  political 
and  financial  crisis  can  be  precipitated 
at  any  time.  This  Board  has  long  range 
commitmerts  in  more  than  20  areas 
around  the  world.  Every  time  our  Board 
appoints  100  missionaries  and  sends 
them  abroad,  we  increase  our  commit¬ 
ments  by  a  minimum  of  $300,000  annual¬ 
ly.  Normal  needs  would  amount  to  $400,- 
000.  Every  advance  step  we  take  In  our 
program  o.  world  missions  must  be  sup¬ 
ported  by  adequate  financial  reserves 
to  undergird  that  forward  move  in  case 
of  a  sudden  emergency.  Our  present 
position  is  stable. 

It  is  the  basic  policy  of  the  Board 
to  seek  to  develop  constituencies  with 
the  necessary  institutions  and  organiza¬ 
tions  in  all  the  lands  where  we  serve. 
This  will  enable  them  to  become  in¬ 
digenous,  self-supporting.  witnessing 
churches.  We  work  to  make  ourselves 
dispensable,  so  that  the  Baptist  churches 
there  may  achieve  as  quickly  as  pos¬ 
sible  the  ability  to  stand  and  to  walk 
on  the  basis  of  their  own  resources  and 
their  own  faith  in  God's  leadership. 

If  we  were  to  stop  at  this  point  in 
measuring  the  program  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board,  we  feel  that  we  would 
have  ample  cause  for  satisfaction.  But 
there  is  another  question:  How  does 
Jesus  look  at  our  undertaking? 

The  salvation  of  people  within  the 
United  States  of  America  is  no  more 
urgent  in  the  heart  of  Jesus  than  the 
salvation  os  peoples  In  Asia.  Europe, 
Africa,  and  South  America.  We  have 
7.000,000  Southern  Baptists  in  an  area 
of  th?  world  which  contains  approxi¬ 
mately  three  per  cent  of  the  world's 
population.  In  1950  we  contributed  $197,- 
000  000  for  nil  purposes.  Of  that  amount, 
$191,000,000  was  used  within  the  territory 
where  three  per  cent  of  the  people  of 
the  world  live,  and  $0,000,000  was  used 
In  all  the  rest  of  the  world. 

When  looked  at  from  the  viewpoint  of 
Jesus,  our  foreign  missionary  program 
appears  woefully  Inadequate.  When 
measured  by  the  faith  which  we  pro¬ 
fess  to  believe  and  by  the  vast  resources 
which  we  possess,  our  program  appears 
painfully  small. 

Advance  Takes  an  Inventory 
'  By  Frank  K.  Means 

Total  gifts  to  local  and  missionary 
causes  have  Increased  In  a  gratifying 
manner,  both  from  the  standpoint  of 
total  gifts  and  per  capita  gifts.  Total 
gifts  to  missions  have  increased,  while 
per  capita  gifts  have  remained  fairly 
constant.  T1»e  indfeased  giving  of  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  churches  Is  being  absorbed 
In  expenditures  for  local  programs  and 


Real  cause  for  alarm  stems  from  the 
fact  that  the  part  of  the  “collection 
plate”  dollar  which  Is  devoted  to  all 
missions  and  benevolences  continues  to 
shrink.  Here  are  the  figures:  1948, 
$•  1967;  1949.  $0.1756:  1950.  $0.1693.  and 
only  $0.0305  of  which  came  to  the  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Board. 

Theological  education  has  benefitted 
more  from  the  Advance  Program  than 
any  other  major  cause.  The  percentage 
of  Executive  Committee  receipts  dis¬ 
tributed  to  the  mission  boards  has  de¬ 
clined.  whl.e  the  percentage  distributed 
to  the  seminaries  and  training  school 
(not  counting  Southeastern  and  Golden 
Gate)  has  almost  doubled. 

Five  hundred  four  missionaries  were 
In  active  service  as  of  December  31, 
1944.  Six  years  later,  December  31.  1950, 
803  were  actively  engaged  as  the  Board’s 
representatives.  This  gratifying  total, 
however,  Is  still  less  than  50  per  cent  of 
the  ultimate-  goal  of  1,750. 

Southern  Baptists  must  be  informed 
that  Southwide  Cooperative  Program 
receipts  must  be  increased  to  approxi¬ 
mately  $7,660,000  during  1951  to  give 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  as  much 
Income  from  this  source  as  in  1950. 

Southern  Baptists  must  be  made 
aware  that  Southwide  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  receipts  must  be  Increased  to  not 
less  than  $8,150,000  during  1951  to  as¬ 
sure  a  margin  for  continued  advance. 

Southern  Baptists  must  be  challenged 
to  follow  up  the  current  Evangelistic 
Crusade  with  a  Crusade  in  Religious 
Education.  Since  one  million  new  con¬ 
verts  will  have  been  baptized  into  the 
fellowship  ot  Southern  Baptist  churches 
within  the  past  three  years  by  the  end 
of  1951;  and  since  one  million  new  con¬ 
verts  justify  an  all-our  program  of  re¬ 
ligious  and  missionary  education,  as 
well  as  enlistment;  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  has  gone  on  record  as  favoring 
a  Crusade  m  Religious  Education.

Nigeria  sends  an  appeal  for  17  couples 
and  10  single  ladles,  one  of  the  couples 
to  work  In  the  neighboring  colony,  the 
Gold  Coast  If  these  posts  should  be 
filled,  we  would  then  have  on  Baptist 
missionary  for  every  137,000  of  the  popu¬ 
lation  of  Nigeria  and  the  Gold  Coast. 
If  there  were  175  missionaries,  of  our 
Board  under  appointment  in  Africa, 
there  would  be  one  for  approximately 
every  1,000,000. 

Two  new  stations  have  been  opened 
In  Italy.  One  is  in  Acquapendente,  about 
90  miles  from  Rome,  where  work  was 
begun  last  August.  Already  several  have 
been  baptized  and  the  attendance  at 
services  nine  around  70  or  80.  The  other 
was  opened  this  year  In  Ronciglioni. 

The  work  among  women  is  developing 
in  Italy.  Middle  and  lower  class  Italians 
as  well  as  peasants  of  other  -  European 
countries  ht.ve  been  accustomed  to  think 
of  women  chiefly  as  the  bearers  of 
children  and  keepers  of  orderly  homes. 
The  Armstrong  Memorial  School  In 
Rome  is  helping  women  discover  them¬ 
selves  and  fulfill  their  mission  as  Chris- 
tions. 

Real  progress  Is  being  made  in  Spain 
in  spite  of  the  tremendous  odds  against 
evangelical  Christianity.  An  encourag¬ 
ing  aspect  of  our  Spanish  work  is  the 
number  of  young  men  who  are  studying 
for  the  ministry. 

Letters  from  Lebanon  indicate  that 
there  is  cause  for  encouragement.  Two 
Moslem  men  of  Beirut  have  recently  be¬ 
come  Christians.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Thomas 
H.  Francis,  appointed  last  fall  for  work 
In  the  Hebrew  Christian  Colony,  near 
Tel-Aviv,  will  soon  be  on  the  way  to 
their  post.
